Notable points from this meeting 54 
were that some states had instated the EPPP part 2, and she brought up that there are aspects of adding 55 
that test that they will need to think about in the future. This sparked the discussion about uniformity 56 
across jurisdictions and Lacey Derr brought up PSYPACT. She mentioned that nursing is currently 57 
working on their own nursing compact and being faced with difficult questions from the legislature, and 58 
advises that the board be prepared for that and for Alaskan Sovereignty to be brought up. 59

Lacey Derr explained the difference between the Courtesy License and the Covid-19 Emergency 62 
Courtesy License. There are currently two Courtesy License holders and both are compliant. 63

survey for the end of service reports. The social work board replaced their ECL application with an End 67 
of Service Statement to show that the ECL is expiring soon and there will be no renewals or extensions.

One month before the Emergency Courtesy License expiration date, they will remove the license from 69 
the site and replace it with the end of service statement. 70
